Romney Makes Surprise Move 


AUTUMN DAY 


DETROIT (U PI) -George Rom- 
ney, in a surprise move, today 
resigned as president and board 


chairman 
of 
American 
Motors 
Corp. 


Romney ended months of specu­ 
lation Saturday by formally an­ 
nouncing he would give up his 
$15 000-a-year position with AMC 
to b,d for a $25,000 ,-year job as 
GOP governor of Michigan. At 


that time, he said he would ask 


the board for a leave of absence 


to conduct his campaign. 
But Romney apparently changed 


his mind over the weekend and 
asked the board to accept his res­ 
ignation. The resignation was ac­ 
cepted, 
although 
Romney 
was 
elected 
vice 
chairman 
of 
the 
board and given a leave of ab­ 
sence. He will continue as a di­ 


rector but will receive no salary 
or bonus during the leave. 
The board named Roy Aber- 
nethy president and chief operat­ 
ing officer, and Richard E. Cross 
was named board chairman and 
chief executive officer. 
Romney's decision to challenge 
Democratic Gov. John B. Swain- 
son was looked upon as a spring­ 
board for a possible GOP presi­ 
dential nomination in 1964.

farm exports in calendar year 


1961 totaled S3 03 billion, the larg­ 


est' of record 
The Agriculture Department an­ 


nounced this huge outpouring of 


U.S. 
farm 
products 
to 
points 
abroad was 4 per cent larger than 


the previous record of $4 83 bil­ 


lion in 1960. 
Dominating the rise in 
sales 
abroad last year was an unprec­ 


edented 
export 
movement 
of 
wheat. More than 740 million bu­ 
shels of the breadgrain moved ov­ 
erseas. 
Other increases were in feed 
grains, rye. tobacco, fruits, tallow, 
meats, 
hides 
and 
skins, 
and 
dairy products. Among the feed 
grains, corn exports rose to near­ 
ly 300 million bushels and more 
than offset reductions in barley, 
oats, and grain sorghums. Tobac­ 
co exports amounted to more than 
500 million pounds. 
The principal export decline in 
1961 was cotton. Sales overseas 
amounted to 6 3 million hales, com­ 


pared with 7.2 million bales in 
1960. 


Exports of rice, soybean*, cot­ 
tonseed and soybean oils, lard, 


and vegetables also were smaller. 
For 
soybeans 
however, 
higher 
prices advanced the value over 
that for 1960. 
The department said agricultur­ 
al exports for July-December—the 
first half of fiscal 
1962—totaled 
an estimated 32 57 billion, up 3 
per cent from the $2 49 billion 
worth of products exported in the 
first half of fiscal 1961. 
For the Julv-December, 
1961, 


period, exports of wheat and Tour 
showed the largest overall value 
increase with moderate gams in 
animal products and fruits and 


preparations. Vegetables, tobacco, 


and aoybeans 
showed relatively 
little change in value this fiscal 
year from last. Somewhat limit­ 
ing the overall gam were smaller 
exports of feed grains, rice, flax­ 
seed. and vegetable oils. 
Cotton exports in the first half 
of fiscal 1962 were 23 per cent be­ 
low the comparable period a year 
earlier, and wheat exports were 
about 25 per cent higher.

day long until nine o’clock at 
night. 
How do you spell boueainvillae’’ 
cook truffle? find the time of 
day in Bombay? There were 1.314 
questions in January, answered 
from 10 sets of encyclopedias. do7- 
ens of dictionaries, manuals, hand­ 
books, directories, reference files 
basement storage, 
newspapers, 
magazines, the memories of li­ 
brarians and just plain books. 
This is what a reference 1 hrari 
an does, she answers questions 
From a high school boy. "I have 
a book report . . . it has to he a 
good book . . . it’s for Mr Suss- 
iran . . . but its GOT to be a thin 
b oo k because of football prac­ 
tice.” People need information: to 
settle a bet, to fieure their tases, 
to write a sory. They must have 
the answers. 
There are other functions of 
•’Reference” depending on th e 
town or the libararv. In P a l m 
Springs. 
Reference keeps the 
rare books, mends them plastic- 
sprays them, guards and cherishes 
them. These are books such as 
those from the library of Dr Wel­ 
wood Murray himself, and the 
Califomiana. and the collection of 
early Irish literature. 
Reference keeps the beautiful 
expensive books, the “p i c t u r e 
books” we call them, for someone 
with an idle hour, books such as 
Schulthess “Africa,” M e n e n ’ s 
"Rome,” Richard Avedon’s “Ob­ 
servations” — all books with mag 
nificent photographs. 
And Refererce teaches: every 
time someone is helped he learns 
to use the library better. Some 
need more help than others. Some 
can be pointed in the right direc­ 
tion and left to shift for them­ 
selves, others are stricken with 
embarrassed terror at the sight 
of a cross-indexed catalogue, and 
who can blame them. Reference is 
tough on school childm. they must 
work for their information. Learn­ 
ing the use and resources o f the 
public library is the best and most 
helpful knowledge they can have 
from us, “Look in the Reader’s 
Guide.” we say, “When you use 
the Britannica start with the in­ 
dex," or "The dictionaries are 
over there. Look it up." 
Reference collects information. 
There are little stacks in the closet 
of pictures, articles, special books 
and clippings on special subjects 
. . . Christmas decorations. Queen 
Elizabeth's coronation, Social Se­ 
curity. There is a card file with 
answers on frequent questions . . . 
When is Easter? Where a r e 
Republican party headquarters? 
There is a large file too, solidly 
stuffed with pamphlets and clip­ 
pings . . . the Berlin crisis, Palm 
Springs, and on and on and on.

The lecturer spoke substan­ 
tially as follows: 
In Christian Science any prob­ 
lem 
in 
human 
experience, 
whether it appears as lack of 
health, lack of employment, lack 
of supply, or unhappy human re­ 
lationships, can oe solved through 
prayer. The purpose of this lec­ 
ture is to show how this is done 
and how one can pray more ef­ 
fectively 
In Christian Science, prayer is 
based on an understanding of 
God's perfection ar.d the conse­ 
quent perfection of His creation, 
the spiritual universe and spirit­ 
ual man. The calm knowing that 
all is under the jurisdiction and 
control of God is fundamental to 
scientific prayer. 
In Christian Science God is un­ 
derstood to be not only constant, 
consistent, never changing, wholly 
reliable, but all-powerful and 
ever-present. And because of His 
impartial love for His entire uni­ 
verse. His supreme intelligence 
and harmonKus action are al­ 
ways available to everyone. 
As we come to understand God 
better, we find how simple it is, 
how natural, iust to reach out to 
God in complete trust that His 
power and His love can supply 
everything we need. 
This reaching out to God is one 
of the most profound intuitions 
of the human mind. It is the 
simplest form of prayer. From 
this intuitive turning to a power 
beyond itself, the human mind 
has advanced to the prayer of 
understanding which is taught 
in Christian Science, and which 
often instantaneously heals the 
sick.Even the primitive people who 
abode in caves 
must have 
emerged from their darkness in 
times of need and looked up to 
the stars for help. Crude as their 
concepts were, even the earliest 
forms of worship were based 
upon an awareness of a power to 
which the human consciousness 
intuitively turns in times of need. 
Bible Unfolds God's Nature 
This fact accounts, no doubt, 
for the unfoldment of the higher 
and more spiritual idea of God 
which found expression through 
the Hebrew nation and has been 
handed down to us in the Bible. 
Within the pages of this book can 
be traced the development of the 
concept of Deity from a God of 
anger and vengeance to the God 
whose goodness and love found 
expression in the life and works 
of Jesus. 
Side by side with the unfold­ 
ment of God’s nature, we find the 
true nature of man defined as 
made in God’s image and like­ 
ness (Genesis, chapter 1). The 
fundamental relationship which 
exists between God and man as 
Father and son, hinted in the Old 
Testament, and developed in the 
New, was fully expressed in the 
life and teachings of Christ Jesus. 
Here we see the effect in human 
experience of the understanding 
of this relationship transcending 
the so-called laws of nature. Such 
manifestations of spiritual power 
resulted from the prayers of Jesus 
that his healing works came to be 
considered supernatu*«u, although 
Christian Science shows that they 
indicated perfectly the operation 
of divine law. The operation of 
this law always produced an end 
result which revealed the nature 
of God to be wholly good. 
When the waves were boister­ 
ous and the disciples’ ship en­ 
dangered, Jesus came to them and 
stilled the angry waters, bringing 
the ship to port. When Peter was 
called upon to pay a tax and was 
without the necessary funds. 
Jesus produced the tribute money 
from the fish’s mouth. And right 
and left the Master exercised the 
power to heal the sick through 
prayer. 
All of these incidents pointed 
to the mental nature of physical 
phenomena, and of the power of 
thought which is at-one with God 
to produce manifestations of har­ 
mony in the human realm. This 
truth was perceived by the Dis­ 
coverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, Mary Baker Eddy, who, 
on the basis of God’s absolute 
supremacy, built the system of 
spiritual healing by which her 
religion is reproducing the heal­ 
ing works of primitive Christian­ 
ity today. 


Discovery of Christian Science 
The discovery of Christian Sci­ 
ence came about through Mrs. 
Eddy's reaching out to God when 
seemingly on the verge of death. 
She had sustained what was 
thought to be a fatal injury for 
Which no hope of recovery was 
offered 
In her extremity she 
turned, as was her custom, to the 
Bible. The passage giving the ac­ 
count of Jesus’ healing of the 
palsied man in the ninth chapter 
of Matthew was illumined as she 
felt the power of God operating 
in her behalf as it had operated 
through the prayers of Jesus. 
The unfoldment of God’s na- | 
ture, which marked successive 
stages of humanity’s advance, had 
reached its climax in the life of 
Jesus. 
But another step was 
needed on the part of mankind in 
order to place his proof of man’s 
relationship to God beyond the 
reach of superstition and dogma. 
The Master’s works had to be 
comprehended as manifestations 
of Science, thus making it pos­ 
sible for all who understood the 
law behind these works to re­ 
produce the same effects. 
This was Mrs. Eddy’s great dis­ 
covery—the discovery of the Sci­ 
ence of Christianity, by which 
God’s law can be demonstrated 
universally even as it was dem­ 
onstrated individually by Christ 
Jesus. With her discovery, Mrs. 
Eddy was led to apply the word 
Principle to Deity. This term in­ 
clude? all of the synonyms for 
God which were revealed to her 
as defining the deiflc nature The 
synonymous terms which are in­ 
cluded in the deific Principle and 
combine as one are Mind, Spirit, 
Soul. Life, Truth, and Love (see 
"The First Church of Christ. Sci­ 
entist, and Miscellany.” p. 225). 
These synonyms enable us to un­ 
derstand God’s nature. His com­ 
pleteness, His wholeness, and His 
oneness. 
Man’s God-derived Nature 
The completeness of God is ex­ 
pressed by man, who is made in 
His image and likeness. The real 
man is inseparable from divine 
Principle. Man is at-one with his 
Maker as God’s expression. Man’s 
true nature is found in the quali­ 
ties inherent in the synonyms for 
God.We learn in Christian Science 
that regardless of the appearance 
of a race of mortals, subject to 
every sort of danger and disease, 
man is safe because man’s nature 
is derived from God’s nature. 
The aspect of God’s nature with 
which we shall deal especially, 
today, is His infallible goodness. 
We shall consider what it means 
to individual and universal hu­ 
manity that God is good, and how 
healing is accomplished through 
the acknowledgment of good. 
Healing is effected when the 
human consciousness is led to 
recognize the absolute goodness 
of God, and man’s reflection of 
this goodness. Healing in Chris­ 
tian Science is the manifestation 
in human experience of the ab­ 
solute good, which is God. 
Some form of purification oc­ 
curs in every Christian Science 
healing Healing through prayer, 
as practised by the adherents of 
this religion, is raising the moral 
tone of many people throughout 
the world, for this religion is 
practised on a worldwide scale. 
A newspaper columnist re­ 
cently wrote: "Genuine progress 
is slow because it calls for two 
changes at the same time: change 
in the behavior of human beings 
and change in the structure of 
society: and those who work for 
the second ignore the first" 
(Sidney J. Harris, syndicated col­ 
umn). Christian Science does 
not "ignore the first," a change 
in the behavior of human be­ 
ings Its healing works are the 
result of individual regeneration, 
based upon the understanding of 
the absolute supremacy of God, 
good. 
God’s Control of the Universe 
The enthusiasm and zeal which 
are distinguishing characteristics 
of the Christian Scientist spring 
from his conviction that the ef­ 
forts which he makes towards his 
own regeneration are contribut­ 
ing to the welfare of the world 
in a very direct and practical 
way. He understands that the 
quality and content of his indi­ 
vidual thought are helping to 
shape the universe in which he 
lives. 
The whole universe is included 
in the spiritual reality of being, 
as Jesus showed by his ability to 
control the phenomena of nature 
as well as the physical and moral 
conditions of mankind. The qual­ 
ities of God were expressed by 
the Master in the fullness of their 
spiritual perfection, and this gave 
him the ability to invoke God’s 
power over every material con­ 
dition. 
Today, the answer to the 
world’s needs lies in the recogni­ 
tion of the power of God to 
control the phenomena of the 
material universe through the 
consciousness of reality. Chris­ 
tian Science shows humanity 
how to reach out to God to find 
the spiritual reality. Material 
appearances are but subjective 
states of the human mind and 
are changed as the human mind 
improves its concepts. 
Prayer based on the goodness 
of God is the Scientist’s means 
of bringing his thinking into har­ 
mony with God and thereby 
bringing God’s power for good to 
bear upon the problems of man­ 
kind. Mrs. Eddy writes in "Sci­ 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" (p. 2): "Prayer can­ 
not change the Science of being, 
but it tends to bring us into har­ 
mony with it. Goodness attains 
the demonstration of Truth." 
Good Defined 
Today, in many walks of life, 
goodness seems to be out of 
fashion! No wonder that the 
world appears to be so out of 
joint! Yet underneath all of the 
clamor of evil and its pretensa to 
attractiveness and power, isn't it 
true that almost everyone really 
wants good? 
I shall take two different defi­ 
nitions of the word "good" to 


illustrate this point One is the 
metaphysical or scientific defini­ 
tion given by Mrs Eddy in the 
Glossary of Science and Health, 
and the other is the definition of 
the word in common usage given 
in a current dictionary. Mrs. 
Eddy’s definition of the word 
reads as follows (p 587): "G ood. 
God; Spirit; omnipotence; om­ 
niscience; omnipresence; omni­ 
action.” 
In Christian Science we see 
that our natural gravitation is 
towards God, good. And why 
not! Isn’t it logical that anyone 
should want to utilize omnipo­ 
tence or the limitless power of 
good; omniscience, or unqualified 
divine intelligence; omnipres­ 
ence, or the immediate availabil­ 
ity of good; and omni-action, or 
the perfect, harmonious action of 
good? These elementa of God’s 
nature are reflected by man, the 
image and likeness of God. The 
true sense of good, according to 
Christian Science, exists wholly 
apart from matter and is found 
when we seek it for its own sake. 
The dictionary definition of 
“good" is in part: "That which is 
serviceable, fit . . . ; opposed to 
ill, evil"; also, "That which is 
conceived as fitting in the moral 
order of the universe;" also, 
"prosperity; advantage; benefit; 
—opposed to harm " 
If we will examine our think­ 
ing, we shall find that we ac­ 
tually want that which is serv­ 
iceable and fit: that we desire 
that which is fitting in the moral 
order of the universe. And 
doesn’t everyone want prosper­ 
ity, benefit, and not harm? 
Deep down ¡n everyone is the 
inherent desire to be good at 
something; to make good; to be 
successful in his undertakings. 
Every right-minded person de­ 
sires to do good in all business, 
family, and personal associations. 
We find God when we really 
want good. When we do some­ 
thing good we are automatically 
acknowledging God’i presence 
and power. When we acknowl­ 
edge good we are really ac­ 
knowledging God and thus be­ 
ginning to avail ourselves of His 
absolute power for good. 
The Powerlessness of Evil 
The necessary corollary of the 
supremacy of God, good, is the 
powerlessness of eviL And this 
is a cardinal point in Christian 
Science. 
Throughout the centuries many 
respected thinkers have supposed 
that evil is created by God, thus 
making God responsible for 
something of which, as we learn 
in Christian Science, He could not 
possibly be aware. We read in 
the Bible. "Thou art of purer eyes 
than to behold evil, and canst not 
look on iniquity" (Hab. 1:13). 
Other eminent thinkers have 
believed that evil exists as a per­ 
sonal, powerful entity, always at 
war with God, good. Mrs. Eddy 
incisively and inspiringly de­ 
clares evil’s nothingness. 
Because of the opacity of hu­ 
man thought and the tenacity of 
the belief in evil, it is necessary 
for us not only to affirm the 
truth persistently, but also to 
deny vigorously any error which 
may be presented. This consti­ 
tutes the prayer of affirmation 
and denial which is taught in 
Christian Science. Erroneous con­ 
ditions are corrected as they are 
scientifically opposed by mental 
argument based on the truth of 
God and man received through 
divine impartation. 
Christ the True Idea 
The impartation cf truth to the 
human mind has been identified 
by Mrs. Eddy as the activity of 
the Christ, which she explains in 
Science and Health in these 
words (p. 332): "Christ is the 
true idea voicing good, the di­ 
vine message from God to men 
speaking to the human conscious­ 
ness." 
All forms of evil are nullified 
through the activity of the 
Christ, by which the divine Prin­ 
ciple, which is infinite good, as­ 
serts its power in the human 
realm. It is through the opera­ 
tion of the Christ throughout the 
ages that all genuine human ad­ 
vance has been made, and it is 
to the Christ that mankind must 
look today for the establishment 
of peace on earth. 
The divine activity knows no 
boundaries of time or place. "The 
divine message from God tomen” 
cannot be sabotaged. Wherever 
there is a responsive thought 
reaching out even to the most 
primitive concept of God as a 
power from which help can come 
in time of need, right there the 
infinite Mind is able to deliver 
its message of salvation through 
the activity of the Christ. 
"The true idea voicing good” 
can be heard by individuals in 
any land. There is no language 
barrier when the Christ is speak­ 
ing to the human consciousness, 
and no governmental restric­ 
tions can rule it out of any na­ 
tion. Invincible divine Principle 
is its base of operation, and its 
power of propulsion. And there 
exists in every human being the 
ability to respond, because ev- 
ervone really wants good! 
We have spoken of the use of 
affirmation and denial as a mode 
of prayer employed in Christian 
Science. There is, however, a 
higher sense of prayer and one 
which comes closer to Mrs. Eddy’s 
vision of its possibilities. I refer 
to those moments of exaltation 
when the human mind yields so 
completely to the divine, and the 
Christ so illumines consciousness, 
that instantaneous healing re­ 
sults. The healing work of Jesus 
was of this order, and it jg 
achieved through Christian Sci­ 
ence as one advances in the cul­ 
tivation of the Christly qualities 
which this Science show? to be 
the divine heritage of all men. 
To the exalted consciousness, 
evil loses its pretense to power! 
It was through this state of con­ 
sciousness that the revelation of 
Christian Science was received 
by Mary Baker Eddy. It was in 
this state of consciousness that 
she was led to write of evil, or 
error, as follows, in Scienr? 'and 
Health (p. 472): “Error is neither 


Mind nor one of Mind’s faculties. 
Error is the contradiction of 
Truth. Error is a belief without 
understanding. Error is unreal 
because untrue. It is that which 
seemeth to be and is not.” 
Scientific Acknowledgments 
The acknowledgment of good 
is necessary in order to pray the 
prayer which fully demonstrates 
Christian Science, and certain 
important acknowledgments are 
found in the Tenets of The 
Mother Church. These Tenets 
epitomize the teachings of Chris­ 
tian Science. They summarize 
what the Church of Christ, Sci­ 
entist, stands for. 
I might say that there are six 
of these Tenets, written by Mrs. 
Eddy. But for our present pur­ 
pose I shall discuss only a few of 
them, the first, the fourth, and 
the last. 
The acknowledgments con­ 
tained in all the Tenets constitute 
effectual prayer for the world as 
they are applied by those who 
have subscribed to them, to their 
own experience and to that of 
universal humanity. And now 
let us consider as an example the 
points brought out in the first 
one. 
It reads (Science and 
Health, p. 497): 
“As adherents of Truth, we 
take the inspired Word of the 
Bible as our sufficient guide to 
eternal Life." 
In taking the inspired Word of 
the Bible as his sufficient guide 
to eternal Life, the Christian Sci­ 
entist is acknowledging, among 
other things, the spiritual record 
of creation presented in the first 
chapter of Genesis, the truth of 
which was demonstrated in the 
resurrection and ascension of 
Christ Jesus. The spiritual rec­ 
ord includes the following state­ 
ment, in the last verse of Gen­ 
esis 1, “And God saw every thing 
that he had made, and, behold, 
it was very good." 
This is the Christian Scientist’s 
measuring-rod with respect to 
what is presented to him in hu­ 
man experience. That which does 
not conform to the nature of God, 
which is wholly good, is denied 
as illusive or unreal — that is, 
without spiritual foundation or 
genuine existence. The Biblical 
record, from Genesis to the 
Apocalypse, bears out Mrs. Eddy’s 
scientific deduction based on rev­ 
elation of the actuality of good as 
God-made, God-manifested, and 
God-sustained, and the unreality 
of evil. 
The Christian Scientist who 
subscribes to the first Tenet has 
learned, through his own expe­ 
rience of the healing power of 
Christian Science, that only that 
which is wholly good has the 
power of survival. Those who 
belong to The Mother Church and 
its branches are not mere reli­ 
gious theorists. They are com­ 
mitted to th< practice of prayer 
with signs following as a proof 
of their understanding of God 
and man. To them eternal life is 
not a state to be realized in some 
far-off world to be reached 
through death. It means the ex­ 
perience right here and now of 
the etem ality of good. 
In our country, the extension 
of human life is posing many 
problems to those of advancing 
years—problems of housing, of 
companionship, of supply. This 
is not the case with the Christian 
Scientist, who knows that the ex­ 
tension of life means the exten­ 
sion of good—eternal good expe­ 
rienced as a conscious, continuous 
possession. 
Jesus Demonstrated Christ 
The fourth tenet brings out a 
distinction between the Christ 
and Jesus which it is very im­ 
portant to understand. It reads: 
"We acknowledge Jesus’ atone­ 
ment as the evidence of divine, 
efficacious Love, unfolding man’s 
unity with God through Christ 
Jesus the Way-shower; and we 
acknowledge that man is saved 
through Christ, through Truth, 
Life and Love as demonstrated 
by the Galilean Prophet in heal­ 
ing the sick and overcoming sin 
and death.” 
This tenet makes plain that It 
is the demonstration of the 
Christ, or Truth, and not the per­ 
sonal Jesus, which saves man­ 
kind from the beliefs of material 
existence. The Master showed ua 
the way to work out our own sal­ 
vation. through understanding the 
Christ. Truth, which he ex­ 
pressed. We lose none of the 
marvelous love of Jesus through 
this explanation. Rather do we 
see its proof of God's infinite love, 
showing us our own inviolate re­ 
lationship to God. 
It is of major importance in 
understanding Christian Science 
to distinguish between Jesus and 
the Christ. And then, after hav­ 
ing fully understood the distinc­ 
tion, to realize that Jesus was 
inseparable from Christ, his true 
selfhood. Our true selfhood, also, 
is inseparable from Christ, the 
true idea of sonship. Jesus taught 
humanity the true sense of ev­ 
eryone. not just the true sense of 
himself. Jesus demonstrated the 
Christ which expresses the per­ 
fect. immortal nature of God 
that man reflects. He manifested 
the Christ more completely than 
any other individual has ever 
done. 
Christian Scientists are unend­ 
ingly grateful to Jesus for the 
example he gave to all men. He 
was the Way-shower, overcom­ 
ing all evil—even death itself— 
and proving life to be eternal. 
They are unéndingly grateful to 
Mary Raker Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Sci­ 
ence. for sharing with them her 
understanding of what Jesus did 
and taught 
Following Jesus In Daily Life 
In the sixth tenet we promise 
follow the Master in our daily 
bving and thus demonstrate 
Christian Science. It reads (Sci­ 
ence and Health, p. 497): 
"And we solemnly promise to 
watch, and pray for that Mind to 
j*e in us which was also in Christ 
Jesus; to do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us; and 


to be merciful, Just, and pure." 
Can we think of anything that 
would be of greater help in the 
world right now than the exem­ 
plification of this tenet? 
Let us look at the sixth tenet, 
and consider its application to the 
life of a Christian Scientist. It 
says, " . . . we solemnly promise 
to watch, . . ” What is it that we 
are going to "watch"? The head­ 
lines in the newspapers, the re­ 
ports of the stock market, the 
television screen—our next door 
neighbor? 
Well, we do watch the news 
heads and keep in touch with the 
news in our own daily news­ 
paper, The Christian Science 
Monitor, which brings us needed 
and valuable information about 
our rapidly changing world. On 
television we watch the regular 
Sunday programs put out by The 
Mother Church for the purpose 
of correcting mistaken concepts 
of Christian Science, and entitled, 
“How Christian Science Heals." 
So we do watch our world, and 
what is going on in it. And many 
wonderful things are transpiring 
as human thought is released 
from its limitations and achieves 
new outposts of scientific and 
technical knowledge. Why, any 
day we may tune in our radio 
and hear that a man has landed 
on the moon! If the man should 
happen to belong to some other 
nation than our own. we will re­ 
member that we promise “to 
watch and pray for that Mind to 
be in us which was also in Christ 
Jesus." And that Mind knows 
nothing of envy or of fear. Mrs. 
Eddy spells the word. Mind, with 
a capital "M.” making it synony­ 
mous with God. So we are pray­ 
ing to reflect the divine Mind, 
God, as Jesus reflected God in all 
his earth life. 
And this brings us to our 
neighbor, who no longer lives 
only in the house next door! As 
the limitations of space and time 
have been annihilated by the 
achievements of physical science, 
our neighbor is found on distant 
continents, as well as across the 
fence in our own back yard. And 
what is our promise regarding 
our neighbor? The tenet reads. 
" . . . we solemnly promise ... to 
do unto others as we would have 
them do unto us ... " We prom­ 
ise to live by the Golden Rule 
of Jesus’ pure Christianity. We 
promise to bring our thinking and 
acting towards our neighbor into 
harmony with the Golden Rule. 
I have enumerated some of the 
human aspects relating to keeping 
our watch. But the spiritual sense 
of this important function of the 
Christian Scientist’s pledge is one 
which is his primary concern. 
This is watching for the appear­ 
ing of the Christ in his own 
consciousness (See Science and 
Health, p. xi:9-21.) 
The Christ can come to the 
human consciousness only as this 
consciousness yields to the divine 
Mind. And this entails keeping 
watch over one's thoughts at all 
times and under all circum­ 
stances. It means setting up a 
guard against the suggestions of 
materiality, and cultivating the 
qualities which are inherent in 
the synonyms for God. To have 
the Mind which was in Christ 
Jesus is to reflect all of these 
wonderful qualities. Reflecting 
these qualities, one cannot fail to 
be “merciful, just, and pure"! 
Christian Science Is 
Demonstrable 
Christian Science is a demon­ 
strable Science. The fact that 
man is now and forever an in­ 
corporeal, inorganic, spiritual 
idea is not affected by the belief 
on the part of mankind that he 
is a fleshly mortal. But this fact 
has to be maintained in the face 
of human belief in the reality of 
mortal existence. 
In the measure that we main­ 
tain the divine fact of the su­ 
premacy of God, good, and of 
man’s eternal, spiritual relation­ 
ship to God, we arc able to bring 
about improved human condi­ 
tions. Maintaining the facts of 
spiritual being gives the one who 
does so clearness of thought and 
judgment. It gives to the human 
being something of the dominion 
and poise that belong to the real 
man.Every affirmation that is made 
in Christian Science is made as 
of the eternal now! Christian 
Science is demonstrable because 
it states the truth that is—not 
will be in some far-off place or 
time. In the healing of disease 
and moral ailments, the possi­ 
bility of a relapse is precluded 
by one’s understanding the fact 
that what is true now, is true 
forever. 
Children in the Christian Sci­ 
ence Sunday School are taught 
how to demonstrate Christian Sci­ 
ence. I should like to tell you 
about a little girl I used to know 
and how she applied the under­ 
standing she gained in Sunday 
School when she was seized with 
acute pain. She told her mother 
that she was going up to her bed­ 
room to work in Science. After a 
while she came down and said 
that she was all right. 
On being asked what she had 
done, she replied, “I just prayed 
the Lord’s Prayer, where it says, 
‘For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory’ (Matt. 
6:13). If the kingdom is God’s, 
then pain can’t have any king­ 
dom. If the power is God’s, then 
pain can’t have any power. And 
if the glory is God’s, then pain 
can’t have any glory. If God 
hasn’t got it, I can’t have it So 
I don’t have any pain any more!" 
A few days later there seemed 
to be a return of the condition, 
and the child again went to her 
room to work. Very soon she 
came downstairs radiant and free 
and said to her mother: “I found 
out what was missing in my 
treatment I left out 'for ever.* 
'For thine is the kingdom, and 
the 
ever.power, and the glory, for 
r. I am healed—forever!” 
God Supplies Every Need 
We may be shorn of all mate­

Neither fluctuation nor imbal­ 
ance can be ex erienced in tha 
adjustment of uemand and sup­ 
ply when we recognize the divina 
source of supply. But 
sary also to realize what the de­ 
mand really is. Is it a demand 
for more material security, or is 
it a demand for greater spiritual­ 
ity? Does it rest upon a budget, 
a wish or a need? These are hu­ 
man demands. A desire to serva 
God and love our neighbor is a 
spiritual impulsion and is blessed 
of the Father whose goodness can 
never be stopped, nor can it 
change. As we grow in good 
works, we establish our insepa­ 
rability from the law of good and 
its permanent benefits. What we 
earn spiritually, is permanently 
ours. What God gives, He gives 
forever. 
“Seek, and ye shall find” 
Have you ever seen men dig 
for oil? They sink probing roda 
into the earth—a thousand feet 
down, two thousand feet, five 
thousand feet, and even farther 
—laboriously digging deeper and 
deeper into matter. And often at 
the end of their search, they 
strike useless dead rock. 
But digging into the wellspring 
of Life, Truth, and Love always 
gets you somewhere. It always 
leads you, and advances you in 
proportion to your giving. It 
guides you to the divine source 
which is continuously pouring 
out the endless supply of infinite 
good. Yes! To that which is giv­ 
ing as much as you are ready and 
willing to accept. 
I remember an experience I 
once had in teaching in the 
Christian Science Sunday School. 
We were discussing something 
one Sunday, when one of the 
young men in the class said: “I 
dig it!” This was the first time I 
had heard this expression, "I dig 
it!” for understanding something. 
As we dig into the spiritual 
wisdom of the Commandments 
and the Sermon on the Mount, 
which are taught as the first les­ 
sons in our Sunday School, wa 
learn that here we always find 
the pure gold of character. In 
seeking a deeper and fuller un­ 
derstanding of God, we begin to 
prove the law which reads: "Seek, 
and ye shall find" (Matt. 7:7). 
Feeding the M ultitude 
Jesus illustrated this in tha 
feeding of the multitude, as given 
in the 15th chapter of Matthew 
(32-38). The people had followed 
Jesus into the wilderness to be 
healed and had stayed to listen to 
his gospel of Love. After three 
days they were without food. 
They were about to leave, and 
Jesus called upon his disciples to 
feed them, to minister to their 
human need. 
But the disciples said they had 
only seven loaves and a few little 
fishes! How could they feed four 
thousand men, besides women 
and children, with this pitiful 
provision! Then, Matthew tells 
us, the Master took charge of tha 
situation. I shall read this from 
the King James Version of the 
Bible, which is used in Churches 
of Christ, Scientist, in English­ 
speaking countries (verses 35-37): 
“And he commanded the m ulti­ 
tude to sit down on the ground. 
And he took the seven loaves and 
the fishes, and gave thanks, and 
brake them, and gave to his dis­ 
ciples, and the disciples to tha 
multitude. And they did all eat, 
and were filled." 
These people had followed 
Jesus to receive more of tha 
Christ, Truth; they were hunger­ 
ing and thirsting after righteous­ 
ness—and they were filled! 
Today, it is the privilege of tha 
Christian Scientist to minister to 
the needs of mankind through his 
daily prayers for the world, 
which constitute this religion a 
great evangelistic movement in 
the highest sense of the word. 
Prayer for the world is a primary 
concern of every Christian Sci­ 
entist. Every member of tha 
Church of Christ. Scientist, is a 
missionary, bearing the message 
of individual salvation to tha 
world through his own demon­ 
stration of the Christ and through 
his pravers for mankind. 
In spite of all the evidence to 
the contrary, he holds fast to tha 
truth that good is the only re­ 
ality, and that good must triumph 
over the claims of evil in the hu­ 
man realm. He persistently af­ 
firms the scientific facts of m an’s 
relationship to God, good, and of 
man’s perfect, sinless, diseaseless, 
harmonious being as God’s image 
and likeness. And he denies tha 
reality of evil in whatever form 
it may appear. He continues this 
spiritually scientific reasoning 
until he is assured of the truth 
which he affirms, and a realiza­ 
tion of its power to heal has been 
attained. Then he rests in tha 
awareness of the presence and 
power of God, good. 
It is here that I would leave 
you todav, my friends—with 
your thought at rest in the «ware- 
ness that God is good and able 
to care for us all until through 
prayer wa awake in Hi* likeness’

TIME BOMB 


Don't Tell Your Friends, Tell Sacramento 


Gov. Pat Browns massive $29 billion 
budget, which he classifies as an "austerity" 
program designed to hold the line and pre­ 
vent any new increase in tases, lias heen 
before the legislature for a week today. 
This "being election vear with a four- 
year term in the state house at stake, the 
governor’s press release covering the sub­ 
mission of the 1962-63 fiscal year budget, 
called attention to the fact that it was the 
fourth “soundly balanced budget to he sub­ 
mitted by the Brown administration and 
the third in a row which called for no new 
taxation." 
Despite its "austerity” classification, the 
budget is $200 million hicher than the prev­ 
ious one and again is the highest in the 
state’s history. It anticipates a continued 
tremendous growth in California and the 
need for more services. 
The major increase in this year’s hurl­ 
s'’* is because of this rapid growth of local 
assistance funds for educational purposes 
and additional capital outlay to meet the 
higher educational needs of the postwar 
population boom. 
Although the governor terms the bud­ 
get "soundly balanced" it is estimated that 
revenue will fall $33 million short of meet­ 
ing the proposed expenditures. This is to 
be made up by $20 million from reserve 
funds and other sources. 
Tn addition the governor proposes four 
bond issues, which he «ill ask the legislators 
to submit to the voters. They cover parks, 
schools and universities, veteran's housing 
and state institutions. 


Included in the budget is a general pas 
increase for state employes retroactive to 
January 1. This amounts to $38.9 million 
for the fiscal year. The increase included 
$4,100 raise for the governor himself bul 
he said he wouldn’t take it if it were adop­ 
ted. 
It didn't take long for the reaction to 
set in. Republican legislators have used such 
terms as "excessive spending, socialistic and 
slapstick’’ in describing the document. 
Democrats, possibly because this is elec 
tion year for them too, were temperate in 
their praise, saving it seems a "fair and reas 
onable” budget but that it would be given 
close study. 
But the people who will be affected 
most by the budget so far do not seem to 
have given it much thought. They should. 
It will have a direct effect on their pocket- 
books via 
taxes and on tbeir well-being 
in what thev get in return in services — 
law enforcement, welfare, health, education, 
and many others. 
The figure', because of their size and 
complications, are hard to understand by 
the layman. They present a stupendous prob­ 
lem to figure. 
They undoubtedly will be the subject 
of heated arguments at gatherings and on the 
street. But that will do little good. 
What is needed is a study of the bud­ 
get and then, if we have any ideas how our 
representatives at Sacramento should deal 
with the money requests and allocations, 
write our assemblyman and state senator. 
Instead of telling our friends and our 
neighbors, tell Sacramento. 


What Would Lincoln Have Done? 


Today a good question to ponder would 
be: “W hat would Abraham Lincoln do if 
he were in office today?” and it would be 
a difficult question to answer. 
The problems that face the world today 
are far different than the problems of the 
times in which Lincoln served his country so 
well. 
Lincoln was Ixirn 133 years ago today 
in Kentucky. Although most of the Lincoln 
monuments and shrines are in Illinois, he 
did not move to that state until he was 21. 
But it was there he became interested in 
our government an interest which even­ 
tually carried him to the presidency in 1861. 
In a vvay, the problems which faced 
Lincoln were more serious than today's. The

very fate of the Union hinged on the man 
who was to go down in history as the Great 
Emancipator. And. because of his sterling 
honesty, fairness and sympathetic nature, as 
Honest Abe. 
He saved the Union at the cost of many 
lives, including his own. 
Today is being observed as a holiday, 
Lincoln’s Birthday. 
A study of his attitude toward the grave 
problems and situations which threatened 
this nation even more, possibly, than it is 
threatened today, might be of great profit 
to our present officials. 
What would Lincoln have done? That 
might he a question for those who mold our 
government to consider today. 


Invisible Watcher at Stennis Hearings 


WASHINGTON. D. C —Let us 
tay that high up in the chandelier, 
grinning down at the fascinated 
audience and the shifting classes 
nf school children which throng 
the famous Senate Caucus Chamb­ 
er for the Stennis Subcommittee 
hearing on the No Win policy, or 
Muzzling T h e M ilitary, there 
broods the Spirit of Truth. 
This Spirit listens and sm iles as 
the witnesses testify and as the 
Senators propound their searching 
questions. But every now and then 
the Spirit of Truth unable to en­ 
dure falsehood butts right in » the 
hearing, like this: 
General David Shoup, Command­ 
ant of the M arine Corps: “ It m ay 
interest you to know that not one 
of my proposed public speeches 
has been changed, even slightly, 
by the Departm ent of Defense " 
Spirit of Truth: Yes. G eneral, 
but that's because you have never 
attacked Communism. Columnist 
Holmes Alexander has a list of 
19 examples where the word or 
idea of “victory" was censored 
from Pentagon speeches, and an­ 
other list of 12 examples w here 
the suggestion of a Communist 
’’conspiracy” was censored out. 
Shoup: He has his doubts about 
teaching m i l i t a r y recruits to 
"hits” the enemy, because “hate” 
is a “poison" associated with 
“ fear," which "breeds defeat." 
Pretty Complicated 
Spirit of Truth: That's pretty 
complicated language from a 
great fighter and a Medal of 
Honor winner. General. I couldn’t 
help wondering if some public re­ 
lations expert has been briefing 
you. General George Patton, as 
greit a com bat leader as your­ 
self. beloved of his troops, feared 
by the enemy, and winner of vic­ 
tory upon victory in W orld War 
II had a different thesis. If there 
weren’t ladies and children pres­ 
ent I would repeat for you. Gen­ 
eral Shoup, Patton's earthy but 


im m ortal, profane hut glorious, 
address to his Third Army, de­ 
livered over the public address 
system at an air base, when they 
were poised to join the fighting 
in France. To paraphrase Patton's 
words, with perfume, he said: 
"Hate the unclean insides of those 
high-priced Huns " Never did an 
American Army figh- better than 
his. 
General Shoup gave the impres­ 
sion that he was satisfied with 
Pentagon idea» on troops indoctri­ 
nation. 
Spirit of Truth' But, General, 
last sum m er you expressed your­ 
self as being s ery riled when the 
hard-hitting, Communist 
hating 
docum entary film. "Operation Ab­ 
olition” was replaced in troop 
training by the flabby thing called 
"Challenge of Ideas." You w ere 
understandably unhappy when a 
Senator at the hearing reminded 
you of Colonel Schwable, the Ko­ 
rean W ar Marine Corps flyer who 
was captured and who cooperated 
with the enemy. And. on another 
occasion, you reluctantly agreed 
with a aurvey of M arine recruits 
by Vice Admiral Robert Pirie 
who said: 
"Only half of the boys recruited 
can m ake a rational explanation 
of the meaning of the Fourth of 
July. Only a pitiful small number 
of them can make an intelligent 
discrim ination among the Consti­ 
tution. the Bill of Rights, the De­ 
claration of Independence . . . 
Only one in ten can give a rea­ 
sonable comparison between the 
basic characteristics of Commu­ 
nism and the opposite concepts of 
our free system of government.” 
G eneral Shoup, like many com­ 
bat heroes, will walk into machine 
gun fire in wartime—but many of 
this adm irable breed are out of 
their elem ent in the shark-ridden 
politics and diplomacy of Wash­ 
ington. By the lime m ilitary lead­ 
ers reach the d u n borne puinada 


of the Pentagon, they often be­ 
com e very cautious about dis­ 
agreeing with their civilian boss­ 
es. There is a Pentagon saying 
that: "Professional profiency sub­ 
m erges principle." 
Another four - star witness, not 
Shoup. supported the Adm inistra­ 
tion in petty censorship and No 
Win philosophy while on the wit­ 
ness stand. But not long be­ 
fore, at a social function, this of­ 
ficer leaned over to a Senator who 
disagreed with the Administration 
and said: 
"K eep it up!”

LOS ANGELES — Tooling out 
here from New York yesterday at 
♦>00 miles an hour I was surprised 
to learn how slow I was traveling 
The following is from an article 
in the National Civic Review bv 
Col. C. Glen Williamson. USAF 
(Ret.). It made me wonder how 
the Boeing 707 rem ained airborne 
at such a sluggish pace. 
"The advent of 2,000 mph air­ 
craft in com mercial service, prob­ 
ably by 1970 but certainly before 
1975, will be an innovation com­ 
parable. in effect, to the start of 
railroads. The effects of the su­ 
personic transports (SST's) will 
be much more than what might 
be expected from just another 
jum p in speed. 
“That will be the greatest sin­ 
gle speed jum p In all the history 
of transportation, from around 
600 mph for the subsonic jets to 
over 1,800 mph for the first 
SST's and up to 2,250 mph for 
later models . „ . Beginning in 
the '70's the advantages of direct 
world contact will be available 
even to some of our most inland 
cities, but only those which rec­ 
ognize the significance of the 
coming innovation and prepare to 
capitalize on it will receive the 
benefits. 
Elem ent nf M igic 
“Kansas City m ay be only 175 
minutes from Paris, and Houston 
might be just 200 minutes from 
Rio de Janeiro. Also, there is an 
elem ent of magic in the idea of 
arriving in New York three hours 
and 35 minutes "before” the clock 
time of departure from London 
. . . St. Louis will be only 160 
minutes from M adrid, but Kansas 
City will still be nearly 30 min­ 
utes from St. Louis by the fastest 
aircraft used on that hop." 
Col. W illiamson, whose war ex­ 
periences helped inspire the great 
play and movie. "Command De­ 
cision,” finds him self bugged—as 
the aerospace industry in general 
is—by the sonic booms which bel­ 
low from supersonic aircraft as 
the prow of a ship sends waves 
across the w ater to port and star­ 
board. 
At Cocoa Beach, Fla., one night 
not long ago. the string of motels 
along the sandy strip was rocked 
by a sonic boom of such force 


that hundreds of occupants poured 
out tn see what had happened. 
The first fear in many hearts was ;

at nearby Cape Canaveral had | 
gone up in one whoosh. I thought 
the plate glass window of the mo- 
icl lobby where I happened to be 
sitting was going to com e in in a 
zillion pieces. 
It was « passing m ilitary jet. j 
at first said to have been piloted 
by Comdr. Alan Shepard—who 
was up there at the tim e but fly- 
jng subsonic, he explained. 
Whoever it was, the boom he 
spread constitutes a consiant wor­ 
ry to his boss. The Air Force and 
Navy quietly pay out thousands 
of dollars each year In sonic 
boom damage. 
Too Short for Economy 
•• . . Even the 900-mile flight 
to New York from St. Louis will 
probably be uneconomical for the 
SST’s," Williamson w rites. "Be­ 
cause of the sonic boom the su­ 
personic airliners will have to 
hold their speed down except 
when they are at altitudes rang­ 
ing from 13 to 15 m iles above 
the Earth The 450.000-pound mon- 
siers will use a total of about 50 
minutes and travel about 650 
miles in the climb and descent 
portions of each flight. On the St. 
Louis to New York flight that 
would allow only eight or nine 
minutes at cruising speed.” 
I’ll walk, thanks. 
Even these figures pale upon 
arrival at L A. airport, where a 
hangar on the far side of the field 
informs you that this is the*birth- 
place of the X15. This rem ark­ 
able craft is the first big stepping 
stone to truly m aneuverable pi.- 
loted spacecraft of the future. 
Maj Bob White USAF has flown 
it to a speed of 4,093 m ph and 
has reached an altitude of 217.000 
feet—about 41 miles. 
Next week w e’ll be back at Ca­ 
naveral for Col. Glenn’s next at­ 
tempt, and all the heady speeds 
and altitudes m entioned above 
will appear timid and tentative. 
Glenn's M ercury capsule will not 
be able to stay in orbit unless it 
reaches a speed of 17,500 mph 
and an altitude of a little more 
than half a million feet.
